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India, with the previous approval of the Central Government hereby makes the followng regulations to 
further amend the Opening of New or Higher Course of Study or Training (including Post-graduate 
Course of Study or Training) and Increase of Admission Capacity in any Course of Study or Training 
(including a Postgraduate Course of Study or Training) Regulations, 2000, namely 

1. SHORT TITLE AND COMMENCEMENT: 

(a) These Regulations may be called "The Opening of New or Higher 
Course of Study or Training (including Post-graduate Course of 
Study or Training) and Increase of Admission Capacity in any 
Course of Study or Training (including a Postgraduate Course of 
Study or Training) (Amendment) Regulations, 2005 

(b) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In the opening of a New or Higher Course of Study or Training (including 
Post-graduate Course of Study or Training) and Increase of Admission 
Capacity in any Course of Study or Training (including a Postgraduate 
Course of Study or Training) Regulations, 2000, after Appendix -II, for the 
existing 'Schedule' and the 'Note' appearing thereunder, the following shall 
be substituted, namely:-
